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The  Mid-Autumn  Festival

Upon  the  arrival  of  the  15th  night  of  the  8th  night  of  each  year, 
most  Chinese  around  the  world  have  double  cause  to  rejoice;  it 
marks  the  moon’s  birthday  as  well  as  the  farmers’  final  harvest  of 
the  year.  Thus  giving  rise  to  Chung  Ch’u,  or  the  August  Moon 
Festival,  and  the  Harvest  Festival. 

On  this  mid-autumn  night,  in  China  the  moon  is  said  to  shine 
brilliantly.  Its  extraordinary  radiance  inspired  Hsu  Wang-Chien,  a 
famous  poet  of  the  Tang  period,  to  compose  the  following  verse: 

Tonight  the  moon 
is  clear  and  bright. 

At  it  everyone 

gazes  with  delight. 

Where's  the  family, 
no  one  knows  aught 
That  gives  autumn 
a  serious  thought. 

After  discovering  the  moon’s  relation  to  the  ocean  tides,  Chinese 
have  come  to  look  upon  the  Queen  of  the  Night  as  representing  tne 
fluid  elements  of  the  universe.  It  is  believed  that  the  universe  is 
controlled  by  two  great  principles,  Yin  (female)  and  Yang  (male). 
The  sun  signifies  the  Yang,  the  source  of  energy,  light  and  heat, 
while  the  moon  signifies  the  Yin,  the  source  of  moisture,  fluid  and 
water. 

For  the  Chinese  farmers,  mid-August  also  ushers  in  their  fined 
harvesting  season  and  the  end  of  their  heavy  labors  in  the  field. 
Although  Chinese  farmers  commonly  gather  several  crops  over  the 
course  of  a  year,  this  is  the  time  when  they  cut  the  giant  Kai-Liang, 
which  is  said  to  be  as  green  as  jade  and  as  red  as  burgundy.  Along 
with  fEunilies  and  friends,  farmers  observe  this  day  of  thanksgiving 
with  Kai-Liang  wine  and  worship  to  their  earth  gods. 

The  Tang  Myths 

Several  enchanting  tales  which  captivated  the  minds  of  the 
commoners  of  the  past  still  live  with  many  Chinese  in  China  and 
abroad  today.  This,  in  spite  of  modem  science,  orbiting  spacecrafts 
and  moon  rockets. 

One  m)^h  has  it  that  the  skillful  archer  Hou-I  secured  an  elixir  of 
immortality  from  Hsi  Wang-Mu,  the  queen  mother  of  western 
paradise.  The  archer’s  wife,  Chang-0,  stole  and  ate  the  elixir,  and 
to  evade  the  pursuit  of  her  husband,  fled  to  the  moon.  Chtog-O  is 


said  to  remain  on  the  moon  to  this  day,  living  amid  the  grandeur  of 
the  moon  palace  from  which  she  and  other  bewitching  angels  tread 
in  and  out. 

Another  legend  tells  of  the  Chinese  rebellion  during  the  Yuan 
dynasty  (1280-1386  A.D.).  China  was  under  the  rule  of  the 
Mongols,  who  were  intent  on  governing  the  Chinese  with  an  iron 
hand.  A  Mongol  official  was  sent  to  every  district,  where  ten 
families  were  ordered  to  support  each  official,  and  a  Mongol  soldier 
was  quartered  with  every  family.  The  Chmese  furtively  resentea 
the  alien  domination  and  its  oppressive  measures. 

On  the  15th  night  of  the  8th  month  of  1367  A.D.,  a  secret 
message  which  called  for  an  uprising  against  the  Mongols  was 
hidden  in  moon  cakes  and  circulated,  resulting  in  the  massacre  of 
the  hated  Mongols  and  the  overthrow  of  their  dynasty.  The  next 
year,  the  Chinese  regained  control  of  China  with  Chu  Hung-Wu,  a 
little  known  monk,  assuming  the  reign  as  emperor  Tai-Tsu  of  the 
Ming  dynasty.  Henceforth,  the  day  has  been  celebrated 
nationwide.  (According  to  some  accounts,  it  was  not  actually  until 
the  Ch’ing  dynasty,  when  China  was  under  the  rule  of  the  Manchus 
from  1662-1M9  A.D.,  that  the  moon  cakes  were  first  mentioned  in 
connection  with  the  celebration  of  the  mid-autumn  festival.) 

A  third  tale  recounts  the  watery  death  of  a  renowned  poet  of  the 
Tang  period,  Li  T’ai-Po.  On  one  moonlit  night,  after  having  several 
drinks  with  his  friends,  the  poet  boarded  a  boat  for  a  cruise  along 
the  Yang-Tse  River.  Fascinated  by  the  moon’s  brightness,  he 
attempted  to  embrace  the  moon’s  reflection,  but  leaned  out  too  far, 
lost  his  balance  and  fell  into  the  river  to  his  death.  The  following 
verse  was  written  in  honor  of  the  poet: 

How  long,  O  moon,  hast  thou  honored  heaven 
with  thy  presence? 

I  left  my  wine  cup  and  question  the  blue  nite  sky .  .  . 

On  the  wings  of  the  wine,  I  yearn  to  visit  thy  paradise. 

Yet  I  fear  the  chill  of  thy  jade  and  crystal  palaces .  .  . 

Better  remain  on  earth  and  watch  thee  entering  our  halls. 

By  painted  doors  and  latticed  windows. 

Taking  the  sleepless  by  surprise.  . 

Just  as  we  mortals  suffer  joy  and  sorrow. 

Thou,  Goddess,  suffereth  light  and  darkness. 

Now  thou  art  round  and  full  and  brilliant. 

Now  broken  like  the  finger-nail  of  my  beloved. 

Here,  then,  is  proof  that  perfection  exists 
neither  for  gods  nor  men. 

The  best  wish  we  can  wish  is  that  you  and  I 
may  long  enjoy  thy  light  together. 


New  York  Garment  Workers  Union  Approves  Tentative  Contract 


A  strike  in  New  York  China¬ 
town  garment  district  was  aver¬ 
ted  when  the  predominantly 
Chinese  contractors  association 
tentatively  voted  to  ratify  a  con¬ 
tract  agreement. 

On  June  24,  over  15,000 
people,  mostly  Chinese  gai- 
ment  workers,  attended  a  rally 
in  New  York  City’s  Chinatown 
to  celebrate  the  tentative  agree¬ 
ment  of  a  union  contract  for 
garment  workers.  The  mass 
rally  in  Columbus  Park,  organ¬ 
ized  by  the  Blouse,  Skirt  and 
Sportswear  Union,  Ix)cal  23-25, 
International  Ladies  Garment 
Workers  Union  (ILGWU),  was 
the  largest  demonstration  by 
Chinese  workers  in  New  York 
City  in  recent  history.  Local 
23-25,  the  largest  ILGWU  local, 
has  28,(X)0  members,  over  50% 
of  whom  are  Chinese,  and  there 
are  about  500  garment  factories 
in  Chinatown. 

The  strike  was  averted  when 
the  contractors  voted  for  the 
agreement  which  will  mean  a 
7.67%  increase  in  wages  for  the 
garment  workers,  according  to 


Danahy. 

Contract  negotiations,  which 
began  last  March,  reached  an 
unexpected  impasse  in  early 
June  when  a  group  of  Chinese 
contractors  issued  15  new  de¬ 
mands  against  the  union.  These 
included;  1)  abolition  of  the 
percentage  multiplier  used  to 
compute  workers’  wage  in¬ 
creases;  2)  overtime  to  be  paid 
after  a  40-hour  work  week, 
instead  of  after  35  hours,  as 
provided  under  the  old  contract; 
3)  limits  on  the  union’s  right  to 
inspect  employer  financial  re¬ 
cords;  4)  restraints  upon  an 
arbitrator’s  authority  to  award 
damages  and  impose  penalties; 
and  5)  removal  of  the  contract’s 
successor  clause,  which  re¬ 
quires  the  buyer  of  garment 
factory  to  assume  all  of  the  prior 
owner’s  obligations  under  the 
union  contract. 

The  Chinese  contractors 
sought  community  support  for 
their  demands  by  waging  an 
extensive  media  campaign  in 
the  Chinese-language  press, 
^jhes^ontractors^laime^h^ 
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were  the  victims  of  racial 
discrimination  since  other  non- 
Chinese  contractors  had  ac¬ 
cepted  the  contract  without 
consultation  or  agreement  from 
their  Chinese  counterparts. 

However,  Chinatown  gar¬ 
ment  workers,  recognizing  the 
demands  as  an  attack  on  their 
rights  to  decent  wages  and 
working  conditions,  demonstra¬ 
ted  their  strong  support  for  the 
contract  by  attending  union 
meetings,  making  phone  calls  to 
fellow  workers,  speaking  on 
Chinese-language  radio,  and 
leafleting  in  Chinatown  to  mo¬ 
bilize  support  for  the  rally.  This 
unprecedented  rank-and-file  ac¬ 
tivity  ultimately  led  the  Chinese 
contractors  at  a  June  21st 
meeting  to  tentatively  accept 
the  new  union  contract  in  its 
entirety. 

At  the  June  24  rally,  speakers 
focused  on  the  union  member¬ 
ship’s  solid  support  for  the  new 
contract  and  the  need  for 
garment  workers  to  continue 
their  fight  for  better  wages  and 
working  conditions.  As  Mar- 


g£u-et  Fung,  AALDEF  staff 
attorney,  told  the  crowd:  “You 
have  demonstrated  that  Chi¬ 
nese  workers  are  a  powerful 
force  that  cannot  be  ignored .  .  . 
But  your  struggle  is  not  over 
just  because  the  contract  will 
soon  be  signed.  The  contract 
gives  you  legal  rights,  but 
unless  those  rights  are  en¬ 
forced,  the  contract  is  only  a 
piece  of  paper.”  She  added  that 
AALDEF,  other  community  or¬ 
ganizations,  and  Chinese  res¬ 
taurant  workers,  who  them¬ 
selves  are  engaged  in  union¬ 
izing  efforts,  would  unite  with 
the  garment  workers  to  fight  for 
their  rights  in  the  future.

Sol  Chaikin,  ILGWU  president; 
Jay  Mazur,  LoceiI  23-25’s  man¬ 
ager;  several  Chmese  ILGWU 
staff  members  and  organizers; 
Harry  Van  Arsdale,  president  of 
the  New  York  City  Central 
Labor  Council;  Moses  Lee,  a 
Chinatown  minister;  and  Mar¬ 
garet  Fung,  staff  attorney  at  the 
Asian  American  Legal  Defense 
and  Education  Fund  AALDEF).

Chinatown  representatives 
expressed  qualified  support  for 
approval  of  a  $4  million  federal 
grant  to  help  finance  the 
proposed  garment  center  relo¬ 
cation  from  Chinatown  to  South 
Boston  in  testimony  before  the 
City  Council  on  July  20. 

Winnie  Tang,  executive  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Chinese  Consoli¬ 
dated  Benevolent  Association, 
acknowledging  that  the  gar¬ 
ment  ‘‘workers  will  just  have  to 
go  where  the  jobs  are,”  raised 
questions  concerning  the  wor¬ 
kers’  needs.  ‘‘The  workers 
really  don’t  have  much  of  an 
input.  All  parties  involved  are 
cooperating  ano  everyone  says 
they  understand  the  problems 
of  the  workers— the  language 
barrier,  transportation,  day 
care,  kitchen  facilities— but  no¬ 
body  is  working  right  now  to 
minimize  them. 

‘‘What  about  starting  a  day 
care  center  near  the  workplace? 
What  about  language  classes? 
And  who  will  pay  for  these 
services?  Will  the  burden  be  on 
the  employers  or  on  the  work¬ 
ers?” 

Also  testifying  was  Perry 
Pong,  of  the  Chinatown  Hous¬ 
ing  and  Land  Development  Task 
Force,  who  said  ‘‘Chinatown 
would  rather  keep  the  garment 
industry  in  the  downtown  su’ea 
but  due  to  the  reality  of  rising 
rents,  the  best  strategy  is  to 
support  relocation  m  order  to 
save  jobs  for  the  community.” 

In  remarks  afterward.  Pong 
said  ‘‘Some  of  the  workers  don’t 
speak  English  and  they  may 
have  some  problems.  Some  kind 
of  bus  service  (from  Chinatown 
to  South  Boston)  is  a  key 
consideration.  The  best  idea 
would  be  private  shuttles  fi¬ 
nanced  by  the  companies.” 

Representatives  of  the  Econ¬ 
omic  Development  and  Indus¬ 
trial  Corporation  (EDIC),  the 
city  agency  responsible  for 
moving  the  garment  industry 
from  Chinatown  to  Building  114 
in  the  old  Army  Base  in  South 
Boston,  stressed  the  importance 
of  the  relocation  to  the  economy 
of  the  city.  They  received 
support  from  the  Boston  Re¬ 
development  Authority,  Mass- 
Port,  the  South  Boston  Com- 
mimity  Development  Corpora¬ 
tion  and  the  International  La¬ 
dies  Garment  Workers  Union. 

After  testimony,  the  City 
Council  approved  EDIC’s  re¬ 
quest  to  apply  to  the  federal 
Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  for  the  $4 
million  Urban  Devel^ment  Ac¬ 
tion  Grant  (UDAG).  Later, 
EDIC  spokesperson  Lee  Chel- 
miniak  said  the  total  cost  of  the 
purchase  and  conversion  of 
Building  114  would  be  $14.7 
million.  Besides  the  $4  million 
UDAG,  $4.5  million  would  come 
from  an  industrial  revenue 
bond,  $2.5  million  from  private 
investment,  $1.5  million  from 
EDIC  investment,  $1.2  million 
from  the  state  Government 
Land  Bank  and  $1  million  worth 
of  work  done  by  the  tenants 
themselves. 

Under  EDIC’s  plan,  28  gar¬ 
ment  factories  would  move  from 
the  downtown  Chinatown  area 
to  Building  114,  retaining  15(X) 
jobs  for  workers,  many  of  whom 
are  Chinese  women.  Also,  the 
companies  would  hire  an  addi¬ 
tional  300  workers.  The  com¬ 
panies  are  being  forced  to  move 
due  to  rising  rents  in  the 
downtown  area  fostered  by 
recent  private  development  pro¬ 
jects.

Refugees  in  Massachusetts 
have  lost  the  initial  round  of  a 
court  battle  against  a  new 
federal  regulation  which  cuts  in 
half  the  amount  of  time  they  can 
receive  special  cash  and  medi¬ 
cal  assistance  while  they  re¬ 
settle  in  the  U.S. 

Magistrate  Joyce  Alexander 
of  the  U.S.  District  Court  of 
Massachusetts  July  22  sup¬ 
ported  five  earlier  court  deci¬ 
sions  resulting  from  similar 
challenges  to  the  regulation  and 
recommended  a  preliminary 
injunction  sought  by  the  refu¬ 
gees  not  be  granted. 

Alexander’s  recommendation 
has  been  forwarded  to  Judge 
Joseph  Tauro  of  the  U.S. 
District  Court,  who  will  decide 
whether  to  accept  or  reject  the 
magistrate’s  finding. 
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Refugees  Lose  First  Round  In  Court  Battle 


'The  preliminary  injunction 
request^  by  the  refugees 
would  enjoin  the  U.S.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  (HHS)  and  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  (DPW)  from  terminat¬ 
ing  assistance  to  refugees  after 
18  months,  the  revised  period  of 
entitlement  under  the  new 
regulation  which  became  effec¬ 
tive  on  April  1.  It  also  would 
order  both  departments  to 
reinstate  assistance  to  all  those 
refugees  who  have  been  in  this 
country  between  18  and  36 
months,  but  had  their  aid  halted 
as  a  result  of  the  change. 

Alternatively,  the  preliminary 
injunction  would  call  upon  the 
DPW  to  investigate  30  days 
before  termination  of  •  special 
assistance  the  eligibility  of  each 
refugee  for  any  other  forms  of 
cash  and  medical  assistance

Chinatown  Oral 

What  has  16  legs,  asks 
questions,  and  lives  on  Beach 
St.? 

The  Boston  Chinatown  Oral 
History  Project,  using  a  volun¬ 
teer  staff  of  eight  people,  was 
initiated  earlier  this  summer  by 
the  Chinatown  People’s  Pro¬ 
gressive  Association(CPPA),  lo¬ 
cated  at  27  Beach  Street  above 
King  Wah  restaurant.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Michael  Liu,  coordinator 
of  the  project,  the  goal  is  to 
capture  some  of  the  daily  life 
struggles  of  the  oldtimers  in  a 
series  of  tape-recorded  inter¬ 
views  with  retired  residents. 
The  interviews  wiU  provide 
material  for  an  educational 
slideshow  to  be  completed  this 
fall. 

“Oral  history’’  refers  to 
stories  verbally  passed  down 
from  generation  to  generation. 
Minority  studies  specialists  and 
community  activists  preserve 
the  folk  tradition  of  stor^elling 
in  this  historical  approach  which 
promotes  the  significance  and 
outlook  of  the  people  them¬ 
selves. 

Liu  thinks  that  oral  history 
means  communication  between 
young  and  old.  “Most  of  those

Rizzo  Indicted

Suspended  Boston  Health 
Inspector  Richard  Rizzo  was 
indicted  July  9  by  a  Suffolk 
Superior  Court  grand  jury  for 
accepting  and  soliciting  money 
from  the  owner  of  a  Chinatown 
noodle  shop  in  exchange  for  his 
services  as  a  city  official, 
according  to  Suffolk  County 
Assistant  District  Attorney  Wil¬ 
liam  Walsh. 

A  grand  jury  hearing  con¬ 
cerning  charges  against  Rizzo 
also  was  held  on  July  19.  Walsh 
declined  to  discuss  the  secret 
hearings,  but  it  is  believed  that 
along  with  Chief  Health  Inspec¬ 
tor  Anthony  Cataldo  and  Super¬ 
visor-Inspector  Jack  Carney 


vices,  which  is  representing  the 
refugees  in  the  class  action  suit, 
said  she  plans  to  file  a  motion  to 
reconsider  with  Judge  Tauro. 
She  stated  she  will  ar^e  that 
Congress  had  intended  for 
refugees  to  receive  the  full  36 
months  of  assistance  under  the 
Refugee  Act  of  1980,  for  prior  to 
enactment  of  the  legislation, 
both  houses  had  debated  exten¬ 
sively  the  issue  of  em  appropri¬ 
ate  period  of  assistemce  and 
reached  a  compromise  of  three 
years  beginning  from  the  time  a 
refugee  enters  this  country.  If 
Congress  had  not  intended  for 
refugees  to  receive  aid  for  that 
entire  period,  Ochs  added,  then 
the  legislature’s  deliberations 
would  be  meaningless. 

Secondly,  she  said,  she  will 
submit  that  HHS  has  entered 
no  facts  to  support  its  conten¬ 
tion  that  a  reduction  of  the 
entitlement  period  will  foster 
self-sufficiency.  Rather,  she

Quilt  Sewn  By  Elderly  To  Be  Raffled 


During  the  first  three  weeks 
of  August,  the  Harrison-Beach 
branch  of  the  Shawmut  Bank 
will  display  a  very  special  quilt. 
This  quilt  (76’’  x  102’’)  was 
made  by  the  elderly  participants 
of  the  Greater  South  Cove 
Golden  Age  Center’s  arts  and 
crafts  class.

noted,  it  would  tend  to  increase 
dependency  because  refugees 
are  being  forced  to  drop  out  of 
educational  and  vocational  pro¬ 
grams  which  will  give  them  the 
skills  they  need  to  find  a  job. 

Magistrate  Alexander  made 
her  recommendation  after  hear¬ 
ing  oral  arguments  July  16 
presented  by  attorneys  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  impacted  refugees 
and  on  behalf  of  HHS  Secretary 
Richard  Schweiker,  whose  de- 
peutment  issued  the  regulation, 
and  Mass  DPW  Commissioner 
Thomas  Spirito,  whose  depart¬ 
ment  implemented  the  new 
policy  in  the  state. 

During  the  oral  arguments. 
Assistant  U.S.  Attorney  Charles 
K.  Mone,  who  represented 
Schweiker,  said  the  secretary 
decreased  the  entitlement  per¬ 
iod  because  an  unanticipated 
number  of  refugees  were  re¬ 
ceiving  assistance  and  the  de¬ 
partment  has  insufficient  funds 
to  maintain  a  36  month  period. 
If  the  department  were  ordered 
to  reinstitute  the  36  month 
entitlement  period,  Mone 


stated,  it  would  mean  the 
department  would  have  to  take 
funds  away  from  other  refugee 
programs. 

Massachusetts  Assistant  At¬ 
torney  General  H .  Reed  W^ther- 
by  defended  the  DPW’s  unple- 
mentation  of  the  new  regulation 
by  pointing  out  that  notices  of 
termination  were  sent  out  in 
several  languages  and  the  de¬ 
partment  had  severEil  workers 
who  speak  the  various  Indochi¬ 
nese  languages  to  help  refugees 
determine  whether  they  qualify 
for  other  forms  of  public 
assistance. 

Ochs  argued  that  by  issuing 
the  new  regulation,  Schweiker 
was  encroaching  upon  the  pow¬ 
ers  of  Congress  and  that  the 
Refugee  Act  of  1980  superceded 
any  policy  issued  by  the  depart¬ 
ment.  She  also  pointed  out  that 
the  department  had  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  request  a  supplemen¬ 
tary  budget  after  learning  of  its 
funding  shortfall,  but  did  not  do 
so  because  it  had  intended  to 
reduce  the  entitlement  period 
all  along.

CEDC  Plans  Partnership 
On  Boylston  Building  Project

At  least  four  Chinese  com¬ 
munity  organizations  in  Boston 
will  seek  funding  next  year 
under  the  Community  Develop¬ 
ment  Block  Grant  (CDBG)  Year 
VIII  program. 

The  four  organizations  were 
Eunong  groups  from  the  China¬ 
town,  ^uth  End  and  Roxbury 
neighborhoods  that  testified 
July  29  before  the  City  Coun¬ 
cil’s  Committee  on  Government 
Financing.  The  hearing,  which 
took  place  at  the  Franklin 
Square  House  in  the  South  End, 
was  a  preliminary  step  toward 
deciding  how  $23,285,000  in 
federal  block  grants  will  be 
allocated  by  the  city. 

Also  at  the  hearing,  a  spokes- 

Eerson  for  the  Neighborhood 
•evelopment  and  Employment 
Agency  (NDEA)  described  how 
changes  in  the  federal  block 
grant  program  will  impact  Bos¬ 
ton  and  outlined  the  city 
agency’s  tentative  goals  and 
priorities  for  distributing  the 
ninds. 

Amy  Guen,  a  board  member 
of  the  South  Cove  Manor 
Nursing  Home,  testified  that 
$450, OM  was  still  needed  be¬ 
fore  construction  could  begin  on 
the  nursing  home  facility,  the 
first  of  its  kind  for  the  Chinese 
elderly.  She  said  the  facility, 
which  is  to  be  located  on 
Shawmut  Avenue  in  the  South 
End  and  has  been  IVt  years  in 
the  planning,  will  include  100 
beds  and  will  provide  Level  I,  n 
and  in  care.  In  addition,  she 
noted,  it  will  create  100  jobs  in 
the  South  Cove  and  South  End 
areas  and  will  provide  nursing 
training  for  those  people  who 
may  have  received  professional 
trEiining  abroad,  but  who  cannot 
find  health-related  jobs  in  this 
country  because  of  language 
barriers. 

Besides  speaking  in  favor  of 
renewed  funding  for  the  Great¬ 
er  South  Cove  Golden  Age 
Center,  the  center’s  executive 
director,  Ruth  Moy,  also  sup¬ 


ported  funding  of  the  nursing 
home.  Moy,  who  pointed  out 
that  an  amount  closer  to 
$900,000  would  be  required  to 
complete  the  facility,  stated, 
“We  don’t  know  where  it’s, 
coming  from,  but  we  know  we 
need  it.” 

At  this  point.  City  Council 
President  Joseph  M.  Tierney 
said  that  although  he  was  not 
making  a  commitment  to  the 
South  Cove  Manor  Nursing 
Home,  a  North  End  group 
seeking  to  build  a  similar 
facility  was  awarded  block  grant 
monies  after  it  had  repeatedly 
appealed  to  the  City  Council 
over  four  years. 

Susan  Meehan,  program  de¬ 
veloper  for  the  Quincy  Com¬ 
munity  School,  said  the  com¬ 
munity  school  planned  to  re¬ 
quest  a  $80,000  block  CTant  for 
its  afterschool  and  adult  and 
youth  English  as  a  Second 
Language  (ESL)  programs.  The 
block  grant,  she  added,  will 
allow  the  programs  to  leverage 
four  times  that  amount  from 
other  sources. 

Tierney  interjected  that  the 
Boston  Public  School  system 
has  spent  $211  million  on 
services  such  as  ESL  and 
heatedly  suggested  the  Quincy 
Community  School  and  other 
simileu'  programs  first  find  out 
what  the  school  system  has 
done  with  the  money  and  then 
try  to  work  together  to  provide 
the  services. 

Chau  Ming  Lee,  executive 
director  of  the  Chinese  Ameri- 
CEm  Civic  Association,  testified 
for  continued  funding  of  the 
orgEmization’s  adult  ESL  pro- 
grEun,  which  has  a  waiting  list  of 
over  200  persons,  and  of  the 
SAMPAN  Newspaper. 

In  describing  how  modifica¬ 
tions  in  the  federEil  block  grant 
progTEun  will  affect  community 
agencies  in  Boston,  Paul  Gro¬ 
gan  deputy  director  of  employ¬ 
ment  Emd  humEui  services  at  the 
NDEA,  SEud  the  $23,285,000  for 
Year  Vin  represents  a  10% 
decrease  compared  to  last 


yeEU-’s  level  of  funding  Emd  is 
one  phase  in  a  schedule  of 
reductions  planned  by  the  fed¬ 
eral  government  to  take  place 
over  the  following  years. 

He  noted  that  while  the 
federal  government  has  slashed 
or  virtually  eliminated  funding 
for  Eu-eas  such  as  housing  Emd 
economic  development,  it  also 
has  placed  a  10%  cap  on 
spending  for  public  services,  a 
category  which  includes  humEm 
services.  The  10%  cap  would 
mean  the  city  could  allocate 
only  $2.3  million  in  block  grants 
to  programs  which  fEdl  under 
this  category.  However,  he 
said,  the  city  is  applying  for  a 
waiver  to  maintEun  funding  for 
the  public  service  category  at  $7 
million. 

In  response  to  a  question  by 
CouncilinEm  Albert  L.  O’Neil, 
Grogan  stated  that  orgsmiza- 
tions  represented  at  the  heEU"- 
ing,  a  majority  of  which  provide 
humem  services,  could  expect 
re-funding  pending  approval  of 
the  waiver  and  an  evaluation  of 
the  performsmee  of  each  pro¬ 
gram. 

Also  contingent  on  the  wai¬ 
ver,  according  to  Grogan,  is  a 
list  of  goEds  and  priorities 
developed  by  the  NDEA  to 
determine  distribution  of  the 
block  grants.  He  sEud  emphasis 
will  be  placed  on  humEm  service 
funding  for  progrEuns  providing 
emplojonent  training  and  place¬ 
ment;  programs  to  spur  multi¬ 
housing  development;  pro- 
gTEuns  to  stimulate  economic 
Emd  commercial  development; 
Em  expanded  program  of  cleEur- 
ing  vacEmt  lots  and  boarding 
Emd  demolishing  abEmdoned 
buildings;  and  programs  to 
improve  Emd  develop  pEU'ks. 

At  the  close  of  the  hearing, 
however,  Tierney  stressed  that 
the  goals  and  priorities  outlined 
by  GrogEm  were  those  of  the 
NDEA  Emd  that  decisions  on 
allocation  of  the  block  grEmts 
would  be  a  joint  effort  of  the 
City  Council  and  the  city 
agency.

Harold  Brown,  chEur  of  the 
board  of  Hamilton  ReEilty,  has 
submitted  a  letter  of  intent  to 
enter  a  joint  venture  with  the 
Chinese  Economic  Develop¬ 
ment  Coimcil  (CEDC)  on  the 
Boylston  Building  project,  ac¬ 
cording  to  CEDC  Executive 
Director  Bill  Leong. 

Leong  sEud  in  late  July  that 
CEDC  was  waiting  to  conclude  a 
partnership  agreement  with 
Hamilton  ReEdty.  He  declined  to 
discuss  the  detEiils  of  the 
proposed  pEirtnership  or  the 
new  $9.2  million  plan  for  the 


six-story  building  on  the  comer 
of  Boylston  Emd  Washington 
Streets. 

However,  he  added  that 
federEd  grants,  bank  loans  and 
tax  agreements  Eilso  were  being 
finEdized  Emd  the  Chinatown 
agency  was  plEmning  to  float  a 
$5  million  Industrie  Revenue 
Bond  to  help  finance  the 
project.  He  said  construction  is 
expected  to  begin  between 
September  and  November. 

The  new  plan  cEdls  for 
approximately  30  AsiEm  high 
technology  businesses  in  retail, 
reseEU-ch,  administration  and 
manufacturing  to  be  housed  in 
the  six-story  building.

Washington,  D.C.— The  fight 
over  the  controversial  1982  im¬ 
migration  reform  bill  is  reach¬ 
ing  a  climax  on  Capitol  Hill 
as  the  House  and  Senate  consi¬ 
der  significantly  different  ver¬ 
sions  of  the  proposed  legisla¬ 
tion. 

“The  immigration  bill  coming 
out  of  the  House  subcommittee 
is  a  better  version  for  the  Chi¬ 
nese  and  Asian  American  com¬ 
munity,  because  it  leaves  the 
door  open  for  our  people  to  re¬ 
unite  their  families,”  said  Hay¬ 
den  Lee,  chair  of  the  Organiza¬ 
tion  of  Chinese  Americans 
(OCA)  subcommittee  on  Immi¬ 
gration  and  Refugees. 

The  House  immigration  sub¬ 
committee  passed  its  version  of 
the  legislation  in  mid-May  and 
sent  it  to  the  full  House  Judi¬ 
ciary  Committee  with  two  im¬ 
portant  amendments  for  the 
Chinese  American  community. 
The  House  version  partially  re¬ 
stores  the  Fifth  Preference  for 
unmarried  brothers  and  sisters 
of  U.S.  citizens  and  raises 
quotas  for  dependent  colonies 
from  600  to  3,000.  The  House 
Judiciary  Committee  was  ex¬ 
pected  to  vote  on  the  legisla¬ 
tion  in  late  June. 

The  Senate  Judiciary  Com¬ 
mittee,  however,  eliminated  the 
Fifth  Preference  when  it  passed 
the  immigration  bill  by  a  16  to  1 
vote  May  27.  Senator  Edward 
Kennedy  (D-Mass.)  cast  the 


lone  dissenting  vote. 

^veral  attempts  by  Ken¬ 
nedy  to  restore  the  current  pre¬ 
ference  system  or  amend  the 
Fifth  Preference  to  include  un¬ 
married  brothers  and  sisters 
were  defeated.  An  amendment 
by  Senator  Metzenbaum  (D- 
Ohio)  to  include  unmarried  sons 
and  daughters  also  failed.  The 
Senate  Judiciary  Committee, 
though,  did  vote  in  favor  of  lift¬ 
ing  colonial  quotas,  which  will 
affect  primarily  Hong  Kong. 

“The  American  family  needs 
to  be  strenrthened,  not  weak¬ 
ened,”  said  Laura  Chin,  OCA 
executive  director.  “After  ye£us 
of  official  exclusion  and  dis¬ 
criminatory  quotas,  Chinese 
and  other  Asian  Americas  are 
being  reunited  with  their  fam¬ 
ilies.  To  effectively  close  the 
door  on  those  families  who 
deeply  value  the  sibling  rela¬ 
tionships  denies  the  pluralistic 
nature  of  our  country  and  is  con¬ 
trary  to  national  interests  of 
family  reunification.” 

OCA  has  been  fighting  the 
elimination  of  the  Fifth  Prefer¬ 
ence  category  from  the  immi¬ 
gration  laws,  contending  that 
the  elimination  of  the  category, 
retention  of  colonial  quotas,  em¬ 
ployers  sanctions  and  other  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  proposed  Immi¬ 
gration  Reform  and  Control  Act 
are  discriminatory  in  effect 
against  Chinese  Americans  and 
other  Asian  Americans. 

OCA  efforts  to  restore  the 
Fifth  Preference  and  the  fight 


against  the  discriminatory  as¬ 
pects  of  the  bill  have  been 
spearheaded  by  Hayden  Lee, 
Laura  Chin  and  Robert  Wu, 
OCA’s  national  vice  president 
for  public  affairs. 

OCA  staff  and  volunteer 
members  have  met  with  legisla¬ 
tors  in  Washington,  D.C.  and 
other  localities  to  present  them 
with  information  and  their 
views  on  the  discriminatory 
aspects  of  the  bill.  OCA  chap¬ 
ters  have  coordinated  local  ef¬ 
forts  with  other  Asian  American 
groups  to  educate  and  mobi¬ 
lize  the  commimity  into  signing 
petitions  and  meeting  with  their 
congressional  representatives. 

“We  will  continue  to  fight  to 
restore  fairness  in  the  immigra¬ 
tion  laws,”  Wu  said.  “Chinese 
Americans  were  first  victims  of 
immigration  exclusion  laws  one 
hundred  yeau’s  ago.  We  urge 
our  members  and  all  Chinese 
Americans  to  protest  the  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee  action  and 
write  and  meet  with  their 
senators  and  Congressional  rep¬ 
resentatives  to  leave  the  door 
open.” 

OCA  is  a  national  nonprofit 
organization  of  concerned  Chi¬ 
nese  Americans  with  24  chap¬ 
ters  across  the  country.  OCA 
advocates  for  equal  rights  and 
social  justice  for  Chinese  Amer¬ 
icans  and  other  Asian  Ameri¬ 
cans  and  promotes  the  active 
participation  of  Chinese  Ameri¬ 
cans  in  civic  and  national 
life. 


1980  Census  Shows  Asians  And  Pacific  Islanders 
Have  Higher  Incomes^  More  Education

During  the  late  winter  and 
early  spring  of  1980,  Boston’s 
Chinatown  felt  the  surge  of  the 
nationwide  promotional  cam¬ 
paign  conducted  by  the  U.S. 
Bureau  of  the  Census.  At  every 
hour  of  the  night  and  day, 
television  and  radio  stations 
aired  the  cry.  Local  newspapers 
printed  daily  countdowns.  Even 
community  service  •  organiza¬ 
tions  displayed  posters.  The 
message  was  loud  and  clear— 
COUNT  YOURSELF  IN  THE 
1980  CENSUS. 

The  effort  paid  off.  The 
Census  Bureau  even  found 
nearly  five  million  more  people 
than  it  had  anticipated.  Bruce 
Chapman,  Director  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Commerce’s 
Census  Bureau,  attributed  this 
success  to  improved  coverage, 
as  well  as  the  intense  publicity 
campaign  waged  in  loc^  minor¬ 
ity  communities. 

Some  results  were  issued  in 
early  1981,  but  data  showing 
characteristics  such  as  income, 
education,  and  employment 
rates  have  been  released  only 
during  recent  months. 

The  general  public  perception 
that  Asian  and  Pacific  Islanders 
(API’s)  tend  to  be  well  edu¬ 
cated,  have  good  incomes,  and 
have  low  unemployment  rates 
seem  to  prove  true  when  we 
analyze  the  Census  data. 

Educational  attainment 
among  API’s  age  25  and  over 
was  indeed  higher  than  among 
Whites.  75  per  cent  had  com¬ 
pleted  high  school  compared  to 
69  per  cent  for  Whites. 

Even  income  levels  were 
higher  for  API’s  in  relation  to 
Whites.  In  1979,  API  families 
enjoyed  a  median  income  (half 
had  more,  half  had  less)  of 
$22,075.  White  median  family 
income  was  $20,840.  On  aver¬ 
age,  API  families  had  nearly  6 
per  cent  more  income  than 
White  families. 

At  the  lower  end  of  the  scale, 
however,  Asian  and  Pacific 
Islanders  did  not  fare  as  well  as 
Whites.  Of  the  API’s  age  25  and 
over,  17.1  percent  had  not  even 
completed  ninth  grade.  This 
figure  compares  to  a  slightly 
lower  percentage  of  Whites  not 
completing  ninth  grade,  16.6 
per  cent. 

^milarly,  almost  14  per  cent 
of  the  API  families  had  less  than 
$7,500  income  in  1979.  Where¬ 
as,  only  11  per  cent  of  the  White 
families  had  comparable  in¬ 


comes. 

Census  statistics  can  tell  us 
much  about  the  American  peo¬ 
ple.  Some  findings  may  be 
surprising,  others  we  already 
may  have  known  or  felt.  It  is  no 
wonder  that  countless  decisions 
in  government,  business,  and 
local  communities  Eire  based  on 
Census  Bureau  data.  The  1980 
Decennial  Census  was  by  far 
the  greatest  data  gathering 


effort  ever  conducted  by  any 
United  States  government 
agency.  It  should  prove  to  be 
the  most  useful  census  for  the 
Boston  Asiem  community.

Often,  it  is  the  elderly  who 
need  health  care  and  medical 
attention.  But  equally  as  often, 
they  are  the  forgotten  ones  who 
are  left  to  care  for  themselves. 
With  no  bilingual  nursing 
homes  in  Boston,  the  Asian 
elderly  do  not  always  receive 
proper  nursing  care  at  home.  In 
response  to  this  need.  South 
Cove  Community  Health  Center 
has  initiated  the  Home  Based 
Nursing  Service. 

Registered  nurse  Carolyn 
Leung,  who  speaks  Cantonese 
and  Toisanes,  currently  pro¬ 
vides  home  visiting  service  to 
patients  in  the  Chinatown, 
South  End,  Allston  and  Bright¬ 
on  communities.  The  program 
enables  Leung  to  ^ve  a  variety 
of  services  according  to  each 
patient’s  need  including: 

•  making  medication  compli¬ 
ances 

•  post-hospitalization  discharge 
care 

•  explanation  of  patient’s  illness 

•  arrangements  for  an  ear  or 
eye  doctor  or  physician  at  the 
health  center  if  necessary 

•  diabetes  treatment  and  care 

•  insulin  injection  and  wound 
dressing  changes 

•  basic  physical  therapy  ex¬ 
ercises 

•  nutrition  and  diet  habits 

•  assessment  evaluation  of 
patient  for  a  physician 


•  blood  pressure/diabetes 
screening 

To  be  eligible  for  care,  a 
patient  must  be  in  need  of 
medical  attention  and  be  home- 
bound  by  disability,  emotional 
or  ambulatory  problems.  Each 
visit  is  reimbursed  by  the 
patient’s  Medicaid  or  Medicare. 
A  sliding  fee  scale  is  applied  to 
those  who  are  not  eligible  for 
coverage. 

The  program  originated  when 


the  Boston  Commission  on 
Elderly  Affairs  funded  a  six- 
month  demonstration  project  to 
assess  the  need  for  home  health 
care  for  Asian  elderly.  Conduc¬ 
ted  in  January  1981,  the  evalua¬ 
tions  showed  that  a  fair  amount 
of  elderly  either  living  in 
conjugate  housing  units  or 
alone  at  home  needed  some 
type  of  home  health  care,  but  at 
the  time  had  none.  In  addition, 
Leung  sent  a  survey  to  nursing 


homes  in  districts  with  Asian 
populations  and  found  that 
these  homes  rarely  had  Asian 
elderly  residents.  'The  Home 
Based  program  was  proposed 
and  approved  in  March  of  1982. 
The  Commission  on  Elderly 
Affairs  is  funding  the  service. 

Home  care  visits  have  been 
increasing  as  Leung  receives 
more  referrals  each  month  from 
hysicians,  nearby  agencies  or 
ospitals.  However,  anyone 
who  needs  home  care  is  wel¬ 
come  to  the  service  according  to 
Leung.  Leung  finds  that  as  she 
becomes  a  familiar  figure  to  the 
Asian  elderly,  they  are  more 
receptive  to  her  and  her  ser¬ 
vices.  Residents  will  look  after 
each  other  and  will  call  her  if 
their  neighbor  needs  her  ser¬ 
vices,  said  Leimg.  A  bilingual 
brochure  about  the  service  is 
given  to  patients  and  to  elderly 
residents  whom  she  meets 
when  making  visits. 

According  to  Leung,  the 
program  has  been  successful 
and  is  going  in  the  right 
direction.  As  a  long  range  goal, 
Leung  hopes  the  program  will 
be  certified.  With  certification, 
services  and  staff  can  be 
expanded  to  accommodate  a 
more  viable,  comprehensive 
outreach  program  for  the  Asian 
elderly. 

With  the  funding  situation, 
money  will  be  the  major  ob¬ 
stacle  to  the  program.  The

program  currently  relies  sub¬ 
stantially  on  public  funds  that 
may  or  may  not  be  sufficient  to 
run  such  a  service  year  after 
year.  Leung  hopes  to  locate 
support  sources  that  will  enable 
the  program  to  be  self-sufficient 
in  the  face  of  future  government 
cutbacks  in  funds. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  is 
an  alternative  to  being  institu¬ 
tionalized,  said  Leung.  Often 
when  an  elderly  person  is 
hospitalized,  they  feel  old, 
depressed  and  lose  their  self- 
worth.  They  are  also  uncomfor¬ 
table  and  more  fearful  in  an 
unfamiliar  environment.  As  a 
result,  many  don’t  ask  for 
medical  attention  and  some  are 
too  proud  to  ask.  This  is  one  of 
the  advantEiges  to  providing 
health  care  at  home  in  their 
familiar  surroundings.  'The  el¬ 
derly  are  able  to  maintain  their 
pride,  dignity  and  indepen¬ 
dence  by  participating  in  their 
own  health  care. 

As  a  nurse,  Leimg  finds  the 
visits  rewarding.  On  her  visits, 
she  is.  not  only  a  nurse  to  her 
patients,  but  a  friend.  Leung 
tries  to  understand  each  patient 
in  the  context  of  his/her  envi¬ 
ronment:  their  physical/psycho- 
logical  past  history.  Her  rela¬ 
tionship  is  improved  because 
she  is  able  to  know  her  patient 
as  a  whole  and  not  just  in  terms 
of  his/her  illness.  That  is  the 
best  therapy  for  both  patient 
and  nurse,  said  Leung. 

Although  the  Home  Based 
Nursing  Service  is  just  a  start 
for  reaching  out  to  the  elderly, 
Leung  feels  optimistic  about  the 
future.  The  Asian  elderly  may 
eventually  have  a  nursing 
home,  but  for  now,  Leimg  hopes 
to  see  more  support  for  the 
elderly.  They  need  our  help  and 
care  and  they  need  to  know  that 
they  can  turn  to  the  younger 
generation  and  that  we  won’t 
turn  our  backs  on  them,  said 
Leung.

CPPA  Looks  Back  On  Five  Years

The  Chinatown  People's  Pro¬ 
gressive  Association  (CPPA) 
celebrated  its  fifth  anniversary 
July  18  with  a  day  of  entertain¬ 
ment  at  the  Quincy  Community 
School  and  an  evening  of 
Cantonese  songs  and  bountiful 
fare. 

The  celebration  began  at  1:00 
p.m.  with  a  program  which 
featured  the  Boston  Chinese 
Dance  Company^  traditional 
Chinese  music,  a  slide  show 
documenting  changes  experi¬ 
enced  by  CPPA  members  in 
Boston  Chinatown  over  the  past 
five  years  and  a  movie  charting 
the  journey  of  a  group  of  Asian 
American  students  through  Chi¬ 
na.  Old  and  young  watched 
dancers  clothed  in  colorful 
costumes  perform  the  “Scarf 
and  Fan  Dance,”  the  “Um¬ 
brella  Dance,”  among  others 
and  listened  to  the  “Er-hu,”  a 
Chinese  string  instrument. 

The  fifth  anniversary  celebra¬ 
tion  ended  with  a  lively  banquet 
at  the  Imperial  Tea  House  as 
friends  and  members  of  CPPA 
ate,  drank  and  clapped  their 
hands  to  the  beats  of  popular 
songs  from  Hong  Kong. 

Though  CPPA  has  sponsored 
numerous  social  and  recrea¬ 
tional  events  throughout  its 
history,  its  primary  concern  is  to 
unite  and  activate  Chinese 
people  to  fight  for  the  welfare  of 
Asians  in  the  U.S.  Stated 
simply,  the  three  principles 
around  which  the  organization 
has  developed  are  to: 

•  unite  Chinese  people  to  fight 
for  our  rights 

•  promote  U.S. -China  friend¬ 
ship  and  the  right  to  support  the 
People’s  Republic  of  China 
openly 

•  work  with  other  agencies  in 
the  interests  of  the  people 

Since  its  establishment  in 
July  of  1977,  CPPA  has  ra^ed 
against  housing  and  educational 
policies  which  might  adversely 


affect  the  Chinatown  commun¬ 
ity.  Listed  among  its  accom¬ 
plishments  over  the  past  five 
years  is  the  campaign  to  help 
tenants  of  Warrenton  Street 
fight  eviction.  CPPA  members 
and  the  tenants  picketed  the 
landlord’s  office,  contacted  the 
press,  filed  compleiints  at  the 
health  department,  generated 
community  support  through 
leafletting  and  fund  raising  and 
employed  a  lawyer.  As  a  result 
of  these  activities,  residents  of 
the  Warrenton  Street  building 
have  managed  to  postpone 
eviction  for  more  than  two 
years. 

Working  with  the  Cit)rwide 
Parents  Advisory  Council  and 
the  Chinese  Education  Commit¬ 
tee,  CPPA  has  arrsmged  meet¬ 
ings  between  parents  and  Bos¬ 
ton  school  committee  members 
and  acted  as  a  bilingual  liaison 
between  the  groups.  The  organ¬ 
ization  also  took  part  in  pressur¬ 
ing  the  MBTA  to  reopen  the 
Essex  Street  station  and  issuing 
a  joint  statement  at  the  city 
council  hearings  for  district 
representation. 

Presently,  CPPA  is  circulat¬ 
ing  a  petition  to  oppose  an 
immiCTation  reform  b^  which 
calls  for  the  elimination  of  fifth 
preference.  The  petition  will  be 
sent  to  Senator  Edward  M. 
Kennedy  (D-Mass). 

The  Chinatown  People’s  Pro¬ 
gressive  Association  sprang 
from  the  Chinatown  Film  Asso¬ 
ciation,  a  small  group  of  people 
who  gathered  to  watch  films 
from  mainland  China.  “We 
became  the  formal  alternative 
to  conservative  organizations 
such  as  the  Chinese  Consoli¬ 
dated  Benevolent  Association,” 
said  CPPA  member  Debbie 
Moy.  “Back  in  1976,  1977 
support  for  (mainland)  China 
was  not  the  recognized  point  of 
view.”  According  to  CPPA, 
membership  has  grown  from  25 
to  65  individuals. 

“We  can  say  today  that  the 
situation  is  very  different.  .  .
